We'll  have  a  batch  of 
good  programs  that  day,  and  a  special  self-adulatory  half-hour  celebrating  our  first  six 
months  that  will  tell  your  guests  what  we  are  and  why.  We'll  play  it  in  the  late  afternoon 
for  cocktail  parties,  and  repeat  it  in  the  evening  for  after-dinner  guests.  Admit  it:  you  were 
looking  for  an  excuse  to  have  a  party  anyway. 

Hey,  Where's  the  News? 

With  the  Messrs.  Rich  and  Drinkwoter,  at  press  time,  both  off  in  New  York  helping 
to  de-commercialize  WBAI,  this  Folio  was  edited  by  a  former  lieutenant-colonel  of  light 
horse  who  wandered  in  off  the  street  under  the  impression  that  KPFK  was  the  Black-Foxe 
Military  Institute.  It  was  not  the  colonel's  whimsy,  however,  which  led  to  all  the  time  and 
evening  changes  in  regular  programs.  These  happened  because  five  months  of  operation 
have  taught  us  a  little  about  who  listens  to  what  and  when  (and  why),  and  we  feel  certain 
that  the  new  programming  will  moke  more  people  happier.  This  is  not  our  primary  goal  in 
life,  but  we  have  nothing  against  the  idea.  At  any  rate,  if  you  listen  to  a  program  reg- 
ularly (or  wish  you  could),  please  note  that  it's  probably  on  at  a  different  time  and/or  on 
a  different  day. 

This  time  around,  Stephen  Longstreet,  surely  one  of  the  area's  more  startlingly  talented 
and  versatile  men,  begins  a  Monday-night  series  on  Japanese  and  modern  art,  and  San 
Diego's  John  Theobald  starts  a  twelve-part  group  of  short  talks  on  Tuesdays.  Drama  fans 
get  a  KPFK  exclusive  on  the  21st,  plus  a  rare  shot  at  H.  G.  Wells  via  William  Robson  on  the 
20th  and  23rd,  plus  an  almost  unknown  Samuel  Beckett  play,  done  especially  for  radio, 
on  the  19th.  Among  other  British  drama  is  a  rebroadcast  of  the  fine  half-hour  sound  experi- 
ment, "The  Unexpected  Country"  (Jan.  24). 

A  studio  concert  on  the  11th  supplements  the  regular  USC  piano  series  on  Wednesday 
evenings.  On  tape,  there's  the  UCLA  a  coppella  choir  in  its  Christmas  concert  (Jan.  15), 
the  Aldeburgh  Festival  (Jan.  13  and  19),  the  Salzburg  Festival  (Jan.  15  and  17),  and  on 
the  24th— all  evening,  already— the  Bayreuth  Festival's  completely  complete  "Meistersinger." 

There  are  conversations  on  politics  (Jan.  12),  Darwin  (Jan.  16),  wiretapping  (Jan.  18), 
and  modern  fiction  (Jan.  22),  a  number  of  talks  as  usual,  and  quite  a  few  readings:  Pamela 
Collier  on  the  14th  and  23rd,  John  Gielgud  on  the  18th,  Siobhan  McKenna  on  the  16th, 
Flora  Robson  on  the  18th,  and  Gene  Marine  (who?)  on  the  19th  and  21st. 

Finally,  for  the  public-affairs  minded,  there's  something  new  on  Saturdays  at  5:15.
